MATTERS OF POLICY AND PROCEDURE 

There have been several changes in policy and procedure 
necessitated by the emergency of War. These may be briefly summarized 
as follows: 

1. Selective Service Headquarters has promulgated certain regula- 
tions affecting regularly enrolled students of theology in Seminaries, 
and also students who are still in college, but who are bona fide 
students definitely preparing for the Ministry. The Director of Selec- 
tive Service has urged that the status of all these men be clarified 
by their being definitely enrolled as regular students or as pro- 
spective students. 

Therefore your Committee changed the usual procedure in 1941, 
We met last May to examine students for admission to the Seminary in the 
fall. (Formerly the Committee met on the day that the Seminary opened 
in September). This year the Committee repeated the procedure of last 
year, and held an extended meeting on April 29th. 

2 The Government has also ruled that undergraduates in colleges 
may also be recognized as bona fide students of theology, and may be 
deferred on that basis even though they are not ready to graduate from 
college; provided: that such students are actually received and en- 
rolled by a recognized Seminary as "Prospective Students". 

We have, therefore, followed taht Suggestion in the cases of 
the five undergraduate students mentioned above as "Prospective Students’ 
and it was voted: that the Committee adopt this policy for the duration 
of the war, or so long as present Selective Service Regulations in 
this matter remain in effect, 

5. The Committee also authorized the President of the Seminary to 
issue a statement in writing to the proper authorities » to the effect 
that one, William Heckman, is a bona fide student for the Ministry. 
Authority will be given to the President of the Seminary to issuo 
Similar statements on behalf of other men whose draft boards may re- 
quire such certification, 

4. Due to the War, many Colleges are speeding up courses and ad- 
vancing graduation dates. To meet this situation, the Committee voted 
to receive students into the Seminary at the beginning of the Second 
Semester of the school year, provided: that such students be grad- 
uated from an accredited college, with the A. B, degree or its equiv- 
alent. This policy is to remain in force for the duration of the War,

Instead of meeting on Wednesday morning to interview incom 
the Committee and Faculty met at five Slginee in the at bornsguy sess 
all incoming students, introduced them and talked with them, and tried to 
make them feel something of the spirit of the school and of the work they 
were beginning. Then, in the dining hall of Hertzog Hall, there was a din- 
ner attended by the whole seminary family, including professors and their 
wives, the Committee on Admissions (whose wives were not invited), old stu- 
dents and new students, AND, the wives of the married students. after the 
dinner, more or less informal speeches were made by members of the Com- 
mittee, Faculty and student body-and then the entire group attended the 
opening exercises and listened to the address at the religious service 
in the Chapel. 

It has appeared to all concerned that this new procedure is a vast im- 
provement on the old procedure. By meeting students in the late Spring, 
instead of on the very day the Seminary opens in September, we now have 
an opportunity to advise the applicants to better advantage; there is 
time to correct some faults or to make up some deficiency; and if it 
appears necessary to decline to receive the applicant, this can be done 
without uncalled-for embarrassment and humiliation. 

Under the old method it was almost indecent to permit a man to come, 
let us say, from some distant point, with all arrangements made, only 
to be turned down at the very last moment. : 

Your Committee submits this report in the above detail for your infor- 
mation, in the hope that the changes in policy and procedure outlined 
above may meet with the approval of the Board.

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Professor Beardslee also read Galatians with a 
vanced students one hour a week during the first pp St oTnenBonkew 
Comprehensive examination this year was based on the theme: "My G pene 
A Ministry of Reconciliation". It differed from previous Sopra nate 
in that it was more of an essay type instead of set questions, and was 
shortened in time to one day instead of former three day examinations 
The Faculty is still searching for the ideal method of plumbing the : 
depths of the student's learning after their three years! stay at the 
Seminary. The final examination of the Middle Class was again a compre- 
hensive test covering all of the work of the two years in each department 

The due date of the Senior Theses has been advanced to December , 
instead of April since it was found that the later date caused the stu- 
dents to let their work accumilate to such a degree as to seriously inter- 
fere with class work in the second semester of the Senior year. The new 
rule requires the Juniors to decide on their subject at the end of the 
Junior year with the expectation that they will devote time in the sum- 
mer vacation as well as throughout the Middle year to gathering ma- 
terials for their Thesis. 

With the large increase in the Junior Class this year we were able to 
locate students in more churches including some of other denominations 
than our own. Their work with these pastors gives them valuable exper- 
fence not only in Sunday School and Young People's Work, but acquaints 
them with church methods and church problems of the active ministry. 

The pastors met with the Faculty at the beginning of the school year to 
plan the kind of work each could give the students, and again at the end 
of the year to report on the accomplishments and attitudes of their 
respective under-studies. The students were also given an opportunity 

to report their reactions and appraisal of their church activities (in 
writing). Their reports were quite enthusiastic and appreciative of the 
helps given them by the pastors and the churches. The summer work of the 
students under the’ efficient guidance of Dr. Bayles, again proved benefic- | 
jal not only to the student preachers but also the churches they served. 

Three of our Middlers were engaged by the New Brunswick Committee on 
Week Day Religious Education to teach classes on released time made avail- 
able by the public school. While the enrollment of these classes was 
small, there was a distinct increase in interest and effectiveness of 
work over the previous year.

Your special committee , appointed to devise a more satisfactory method, 
in conference with the Professor of Practical Theology, for the examina- 
tion of the members of the Senior Class in preaching and their reasons for 
entering the Christian Ministry, submits the following report: 

The committee met on April 29 at the home of Dr. James. After con- 
sidering the matter carefully, the following plan was devised: 

That the Gommittee on Examinations should meet on Tuesday preceding 
commencement at 2 P.M. At this meeting the final examination papers and 
the Senior thests of the graduates will be read by members of the committee. 
The members of the committee who received and examined the sermons of the 
graduates will also report their findings at this meeting. 

Tuesday evening the committee will meet to discuss the papers, the 
thesis, the sermon of the students and the students themselves. The chair- 
men of the Committee on Examinations will assign a member of the committee 
to interview the graduate whose paper and theme he read, 

At the Wednesday night meeting of the Board of Superintendents, each 
student will be asked to present a five minute talk on his ideas of the 
Ministry, the reasons that led him to choose the Ministry as a life's 
work, or he may use this opportunity to give a personal testimony of 
his Christian experience. The student will be notified to this effect 
in advance by the Professor of Practical Theology so that he may give 
careful thought and preparation to this five minute presentation. 

After the student retires from the meeting on Wednesday night, the 
President will call for a report on the student from the man who read 
his papers and thesis and interviewed him, If a second member of the 
Board of Superintendents examined and read the student's sermon, he may 
be called on for a report. Then a motion to approve the examination 
and recommend the student for his Professorial Certificate will be 
considered by the Board of Superintendents. 

Your committee recommends that this plan be used for the examination 
of Senior students in May, 1943.

The total enrollment for the year was 46: 15 in the Senior Class; 

17 in the Middle Class; and 14 in the Junior Class. Fourteen students 
are on the "four-year basis" as they are serving churches regularly 
as student pastors. 

Four students came at the beginning of the second semester because 
of the present accelerated program of their college, Mr. Swartout and 
Mr. Buseman from Central College and Mr. Matthews from Queens College, 
where he still has a few hours work to make up before receiving his 
diploma, and Mr. Van Weele from Brothers College. 

Mr. Harry Almond was appointed as a short term missionary to Basrah 
and he left the Seminary before the close of the first semester to 
take up his work. 

Mr. John Ailts who was a member of the present Senior Class trans- 
ferred to Dubuque University to finish his theological training in the 
Seminary there. 

Mr. Richard Suffern having completed his course here with the ex- 
ception of six semester hours was given permission to take that work 
at the Biblical Seminary in New York where he had an opportunity to tea 
He will be graduated from our Seminary on completion of this work. 

Mr. Richard Shearer came to us from the Eastern Baptist Seminary 
where he had had two years of theological study. He is taking our Seni 
course with the view to being graduated from our Seminary. 

The health of students and Faculty has been generally good this 
year, no serious or prolonged illness developing. There was one case 
that required hospitilization when one of the students had an appendect 

The attitude of the students toward their studies has on the whole 
been good. While there has been some tardiness in the completion of 
Senior Theses, the students have generally sensed their responsibility 
to do creditable work especially since they have been privileged by the 
government to finish their professional training. They have taken com- 
mendable initiative in certain activities such as the development of a 
Seminary Choir under the able leadership of Mr. Howard Hageman of the 
Middle Class; planning several Communion Services and Communion Break- 
fasts with an outside minister officiating; conducting chapel services 
in the Middlesex General Hospital, besides taking their turn in leading 
our daily chapel in the Seminary conducting services in the Wray Chapel 
and for the Salvation Army. The Students Lounge was refurbished by 
the students under the industrious direction of Mr. Proli of the Middle 
Class who did a large part of the work and all of the planning himself, 
The Book Store and the Dining Hall have been reorganized as cooperative 
enterprises. The students also issued a pamphlet "The Voice" which was 
widely distributed and is a most worthy advertisement of our school. 
Four students attended the annual meeting of the Atlantic Section of 
the Inter-Seminary Movement of the U. S. November 4, 5 and 6 at 
Crozer Seminary, Chester, Pa. 

In addition to the regular courses taught by the Faculty the follow 
ing courses were given this year: a 2 hour course on Social Christ- 
ianity by the Rev. Abraham Muste; a one hour course on preaching by Dr. 
Sizoo; a two hour course in Missions by Dr. Stauffer; six lectures on 
the Constitution of the Reformed Church in America by Dr. Demarest. 

Mr. Donald Wheeler Professor of Public Speaking in Princeton Seminary 
was engaged to teach the second semester but unfortunately became se- 
riously ill at Mid-Semester, and was unable to continue through the 
term.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON FACULTY AND STUDENT RELATIONSHIPS 


At the meeting of the Board of Superintendents in May, 1946, a o 
mittee of students appeared and presented a report which was represent 
as the unanimous action of the student body. That report included a 
number of vigorous criticisms of the administration of the Seminary in 
general, and specific complaints regarding some members of the Faculty, 
No comment on that action of the students need be made here, other tha 
to recall that one of its features was a request that the Board of 
Superintendents appoint a Committee on Faculty Student Relationships, 
The committee appointed included Messrs. Mulder, Schroeder and Giles, 


This committee spent a day at the Seminary on January 16, 1947. 
Conferences were held with the student body as a whole, and with the 
two senior students, Messrs. Sibley and Atwood, who are its elected 
spokesmen, and with the Faculty. The members of the committee also 
visited some classes, ate lunch with the students in the Seminary dinit 
room, and had personal conferences with various of the students and 
Faculty members. As a result of this day's experiences, your committe 
presents this report, believing that there are some matters which 
merit the consideration of the Superintendents. 


1. The feeling seems to be general among the students that the 
morale of the student body is low. Various reasons are suggested, of 
which the strongest is that there are many married students for whom 
no living quarters are available on the campus. Many of the students 
have little contact with one another outside of the class-rooms, and 


non-resident students do not participate in student activities to 
any extent. 


Your committee recommends that any plans for modernizing the Semin# 
buildings should make more adequate provision for living quarters for 
married students, :

Your committee members are not unanimous in this matter 
appropriate to suggest to the Superintendents who are in chee mr 
the sentiments of the students, that they introduce overtures at the 
meetings of their respective Classes calling for placing Hebrew on 
an elective rather than a required basis. 


4, With the exception of the Hebrew requirement, there seems to be 
general agreement on the part of the students that the present curricu- 
lam is sound, but that in some cases the manner in which the subject 
matter is taught leaves much to be desired. There are specific complaints 
in this area that need not come before this meeting because it is the 
feeling of the committee that these complaints should first be brought 
to the attention of the professors in question. However, in the opinion 
of the members of the committee, two matters seem to merit the attention 
of this group. 


a. A person who is called to a Seminary Chair is provided with a 
residence, and assured of a reasonably generous salary, and it is 
assumed that he will henceforth regard his teaching and the attending 
academic research and allied activities his calling in the Christian 
ministry. It seems altogether appropriate to suggest that it should 
be a matter of direct concern to the Superintendents that professors 
adhere to this conception of their calling, and not allow other 
interests to encroach upon their time and occupy their attention to 
such a degree that their teaching ministry suffers. 


In this connection, reference may well be made to the fact that ay, 
senior student stated that in his entire seminary course, he had prayer 
with a member of the Faculty. Since our student body is very small, 

{it should be possible for every professor to maintain a personal, pastoral 
relationship with each of his pupils. Your committee is convinced that 
this procedure would do a great deal to improve student morale, and to 
remove many of the causes of dissatisfaction. Action has already been 
introduced by the Faculty which gives promise of helping this situation 
greatly. 


b. Considerations such as have been mentioned very naturally raise 
a question concerning the validity of the provisions of the Constitu- 
tion of the Reformed Church in America, whereby 4 professor, once 
called and installed in a seminary chair, cannot be removed unless he 
becomes subject to disciplinary action. Your committee is aware of the 


strength of the arguments in favor of such a procedure. At the same 
time the conclusion is inescapable that some suitable method should 
be devised whereby changes in the teaching staff can be made if these 


seem necessary,

January 28, 1947, a special committee was appointed to prepare a salto 
able resolution in regard to the resignation of rresident Beardslee, Dr. 
F, M- Potter, from the Directors, and Rev. Cornelius Van Tol, cresident 
of the Board, were appointed. Their report which follows was unani- 
mously approved: Jr. 

Rev. J. W. Beardslee,,D. D., was appointed President of the New Bruns- 
wick Theological Seminary in January, 1935, by the Board of Directors, 
succeeding Dr. William H. S. Demarest in that office. He was duly elected 
to that office by the General Synod in June 1936. His twelve years of 
service in that capacity have witnessed great progress, particularly in 
the development of the academic standing of the institution. New Bruns- 
wick Theological Seminary is accredited in Class A "without notation" by 
the Americam Association of Theological Schools, this being their highest 
classification, reserved for only a limited number of Seminaries. This 
enviable position New Brunswick owes in large part to the patient, tire- 
less, painstaking planning of Dr. Beardslee. 

The name of Dr. Beardslee is held in reverence by the long succession 
of ministers who have had the privilege of studying under him. His 
scholarship, his vivid expositions of Scripture, his provocative style 
of teaching have made his classes interesting, stimulating and invaluable 
in preparation for the work to which the students are called.

I state my conviction that Jesus Christ, the word made flesh, 
ig the final and decisive revelation of God in the light of which 
all previous revelations are in fact judged, and in the light of 
gnich all that has gone before is to be evaluated. We cannot, out 
of loyalty to Christ, permit our consciences to be bound by any 
utterance of the Old Testament which falls beneath the level of the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ. 


Third, apparently the use of a technical term familiar to Old 
Testament scholars has been altogether misinterpreted. When I used 
the word 'falsify' as applied to Old Testament history I mean this - 
that historical facts were used to vindicate a particular philosophy 
of history. History is always fact plus interpretation. This is 
the reason why we find in the Old Testament differing interpreta- 
tions of the same historical events. There are many illustrations 
and evidences of this in the Old Testament. 


The Holy Scriptures have to do primarily with the setting 
forth of the story of man's fall and of man's redemption by God's 
mercy as this is wrought out in history through His mighty deeds. 
Men must be called back into a proper relationship with God before 
he can hear and understand. It is with this rescue of man from 
his fallen estate that the Bible is chiefly concerned. I concur 
therefore heartily in the words of our confession when it states, 


"He (God) makes Himself . . . known to us by His holy and divine 


word; that is to say, as far as is necessary for us to know in 
this life to His glory and our salvation." (art. 2) And, again, 
we believe that tnese Scriptures fully contain the will of God 

and that whatsoever man ought to believe unto salvation is suffic- 


jently taught therein." (Art. 7)

The Board of Superintendents of the Seminary at New Brunsy 
assembled in its annual meeting, respectfully addresses itself 
the General Synod by way of this special message. Oceurences and 
attitudes, which we feel to be fundamentally unbrotherly, and 
wnich are undermining the place which our Seminary has a right to 
have in the affection and prayers of our churches, place upon ue” 
a task of which we are proud to acauit ourselves. a? 


As members of the Board of Superintendents, we represent 
the Glasses and Particular Synods of our Church, 80 that it is 
through us that the Reformed Church generally exercises its 
authority over the Seminary. It is a matter of deep concern to 
us that while the church press and individuals and chureh groups” 
have assailed the theological integrity of individual members of 
our faculty as well as the Seminary as a whole, that to this © 
date not one word has been addressed to the Board of Superinten— 
dents by way of calling their attention to the instruetion given 
at the Seminary, or raising questions about it. 


We have had our annual meeting with the faculty and on the © 
basis of our conversations we would like to make public the con=— 
fidence vhich we have in the President and the Faculty of the 
Seminary and in the instruction given in this institution, as 
being within the framework of the Reformed tradition and not in 
any wise disloyal to the accepted doctrines of our Reformed 
Church. Professor MacLean, about whom some of the recent criti-=- 
cism has centered, made a clarifying statement which we have in— 
cluded in our annual report, and which confirms the enthusiasm 
with which the Board a year ago recommended him to General Synod 
for the Professorship of the Old Testament. We deplore the fact 
that although individuals have publicly attacked Dr. MacLean, 
not one of his critics has done him the Christian courtesy of 
approaching him personally in an effort to get at an understand— 
ing of his position. 


It is part of our modern democratic tradition as well as 
of our Christian insight, that no public accusation of heresy 
ought to be mde by individuals without first having gone through 
normal constitutional procedure. Beside this constitutional 
restriction there is also the restriction of love placed upon 
members of the Christian fellowship which forbids us to spread 
Suspicion and thereby disrupt the very fellowship in which we 
profess to live. Gases can be cited in which these norms of 
proper procedure and ef Christian love have been violated and — 
in which the official church paper of our denomination has impli- 
cated itself. This has brought a great hurt to our Seminary and 
threatens to bring similar injury to other institutions of our 








g well as to the Boards to whom is committed the administration 


of the world-wide ministry of our Church. 


Our Reformed Church which is committed to the defense of 
evangelical Reformed Christianity, at the same time seeks to 
carry on its up-to-date statement of what Reformed theology is,

1. The primary aim of our Theological Seminarj@s is to train men for the 
proclamation of the \Wword of God. 
2. For this task exegesis of the Word of God in the original languages 
is of paramount importance. 
3. For a faithful interpretation of the Bible there can be no substitute 
for a knowledge of the original languages, This requires to be em- 
phasized in view of the confusion that arises because of the variety 
of academic translations in English, 
To make these languages elective in our Seminaries is to open the door 
for their elimination from the curriculum. This is borne out in the 
experience of churches which have adopted this policy. 
A practical consideration: if these languages were made elective and 
a large number of students elected the English courses, then the teach- 
ing staff in the Biblical field would have to be enlarged to provide 
for the parallel courses,

It was the view of the Committee that, with the capital in- 
provements campaign in the offing, it was no time to anticipate an increase in contribution 
for operations beyond the present budget figure or to approach people for gifts to the 
library who might be prospects for capital gifts (it was recognized, however, that certain 
Rutgers professors and non-Reformed Church residents of New Brunswick who used the library 
might be willing to contribute to the library and were not likely to be solicited for capi 
gifts), that the increase in salaries beginning January 1, 1962 and other budget increases 
left no "elbow room" for additional items and that the actual cost would be more than the 
item for books because, to claim the grant, the books must be assessioned, maintained and 
circulated (the rule of thumb is that each dollar spent in books purchasing must be mite! 
each year in overhead expense.) It was the Committee's view, therefore, that to aid $2,350 
to the book purchase item, some other item, such as repairs and physical improvements ” the 
Library would have to be reduced by an equivalent amount. ‘The Committee thought the Litt 
plant was in good physical condition for actual use, although the contemplated improveneats 
were desirable. The question seemed to be: what will be of the greatest value to ae 
Seminary over the next three or five years, improve the physical plant or add twice ae 
vate books? The Committee recommended, therefore, that the Sealantic proposal be eset
